A Picnic Party Surrounded bTYireinthe 
Woods.—Last week, on Friday, a gay and 
thoughtless party of males and females, some 
thirty in number, provided themselves with 
Nuts and baskets of all capacities, cigars, gin- 
gerpop and luncheon, and jumping into a rail­ 
road car, rode to a station on tile Albany and 
boston railroad, that is in the immediate vicinity 
of one of the tallest of the Berkshire range of 
mountains. . The hill was said to be covered 
with countless bushels of blackberries, all “ dead 
ripe,” and til of the high bush variety, which 
are the largest and the sweetest. 
They left the station in high spirits, and in a 
i few minutes were buried in a wilderness of that 
inc and beautiful fruit that they went out to 
seek. 
Ail hour of perserving picking resulted in fit 
ling every vessel they had carried with them, 
aud as they gathered at the spot appointed for 
lunching—a secluded nook in a place covered 
with verdure, watered by a little brook of pure 
cold water and surrounded on all sides but one 
by beetling cliffs—they found themselves fa­ 
tigued, wofully lacerated by “ prickers” and 
thorns, their dresses tom badly and bands and 
faces deeply dyed with blackberry juice, but 
with keen appetites, and pails and baskets a1 
heaped up and runniag over with fine ripe 
fruit. 
Down they sat and devoured their ample 
lunch, lighted their cigars, drank their pop, anc 
indulged two or three hours in songs, tales, dan­ 
ces and other pastimes. 
It was not known to them when they first 
started for the mountain that a portion of it was 
on fire, but of the conflagration they thought 
nothing, being entirely absorbed in their picking 
and amusements. But the smoke grew dense 
the air became bot and shifting, the winds were 
up, and the fall of an immense burning cinder 
into their very midst roused the thoughtless 
party to a realizing idea of what was in pro­ 
gress above and around them. Looking up 
judge of their consternation when they saw 
themselves almost begirt by a tremendous con 
flagration, which had spread with nearly the 
speed of the wind that fanned the flames and 
urged forward the destruction. Their only way 
of escape was through the narrow gorge down 
which the little brook plunged, and the flames 
were rapidly approaching both sides of even 
that chanco for exit I 
Not a moment was to be lost! All rushed in­ 
stinctively for the narrow opening before them, 
leaving behind them the berries they had pick­ 
ed. But they found the little brook could run 
where they could not, and that the precipices, 
underbrush, no path, and the stifling smoke 
which blew hot in their faces and blinded their 
eyes, rendered their prog'ess slow. And it was 
slow. Tho ladies had to be helped at every 
step almost. Overhead and nearly all around 
was a world of fire. Before them was just a 
narrow way of escape yet, and that might at 
any moment be crossed and they surrounded by 
a belt of fire! 
Eagerly they pressed forward, the stoutest 
leading the way, and all encouraging each other 
as well as they could. 
The air grew thicker and darker. The heat 
was dreadful. Sparks and cinders fell like rain 
around them. Their clothing was repeatedly 
on fire. The roar arid crackle of the flames was 
almost deafening, and occasionally the fall of a 
burning tree crashed upon their cars and added 
to their terrors. 
At last, when some were growing too weak to 
go further, two had fainted and had to be car­ 
ried,and their condition was momentarily becom­ 
ing more and more desperate and hopeless, sud­ 
denly the wind chopped round aud blew a fierce 
blast up the uarrow ravine the party were trav­ 
eling! All were instantly invigorated, relieved 
of the smoke in front, and heartily encouraged. 
With a shout they pressed forward again, and 
in about fifteen minutes succeeded in gaining a 
point beyond immediate danger, and in an bour 
were on their way home in the railway car. 
Their escape was a narrow one indeed. Not 
half an hour had elapsed after their escape ere 
the trees and brush of the ravine were in a 
blaze, and their trysting place was lost in a del­ 
uge of fire. 
One of the rescued party told us the story of 
his adventure with tile rest, and fairly shuddered 
when he came to what be termed the “tightest 
spot,” where there was “a etnart chance for a 
burbacue of Beckett.”—Albang Exprcst. 


T he “ S ofts” at S yracuse.—Tile “ softs,” or - 
administration wing of the sham democracy of 
few York, held their state oouvcntian at Svra- 
Cusc on Wednesday and Thursday hat. l*hey 
tad an interesting time of it; but there, as at 
Mineral Point, the federal offict-boldersproved 
too much for the masses of thi forty. Tne first 
day was occupied in the usual preliminaries of 
organization, the appointment of committees, 
etc.; the convention refusing, 246 to 75, to make 
any nominations, until they had constructed a 
>htform to put them on. Oa the morning of 
the second day, the committee on resolutions 
submitted two reports, majority and minority; 
Nebraska being the rock on which they split. 
The majority resolution speaks of the repeal of 
the Missouri compromise as “ inexpedient and 
unnecessary,” but deprecates any “ agitation' 
with a view to restore that line, and indirectly 
approves of the Nebraska bill. The minority 
resolution, reported by Mr. Abljah Hana, reads 
thus: 
Resolved, As the sense of this convention, rep­ 
resenting the democracy of this state, that we 
unqualifiedly disapprove of the repeal by the 
present congress, of the 8th section of the act 
commonly known as the Missouri compromise, 
whereby slavery is permitted to be cxtendec 
over unorganized territories indefinitely, as 
violation of legislative good faith, the nations 
honor, the spirit of the age, and the Christian 
civilization and liberty of which we boast. 
Now came the tug of war. The Pierce men 
headed by John Cochrane, Capt Ryndcrs am 
other federal-office holders, sustained the ma­ 
jority report, while the minority resolution was 
warmly and eloquently defended by Preston 
King, Abijali Mann, W. Secor, and others. The 
previous question having been moved and car­ 
ried by 216 voles against 188, the majority re 
port was adopted and “ Pierce and Nebraska” 
endorsed by yeas 245, nays 140. Hereupon 
Preston King, Mr. Rose, of St. Lawrence, Mr. 
Secor, of Orange, and other Barnburners retiree 
in disgust from the convention. 
Nominations being now in order, Horatio 
Seymour, the present governor, was nominated 
for re-election, with W. H. Ludlow, of Suffolk, 
as It.-governor, Jason Clarke, of Jefferson, for 
canal commissioner, and Wm. R. Andrews, of 
Livingston, for states prison inspector. Gov. 
Seymour had previously and positively declined 
being a candidate, but, on motion of the illus­ 
trious Ryndcrs, the convention determined to 
retain his name on the “soft” ticket, “with o 
without his consent.” Perhaps gov. Seymour, 
like juge Bronson, will yield a reluctant consent 
to the entreaties of his friends and stand a can­ 
vass. Tile whigs nominate their men next 
week and will doubtless make a strong ticket. 
The temperance and “ know-nothing” elements 
will enter largely into the canvass this fall, and 
render a calculation of the chances somewhat 
difficult. But there is at least no reason to 
doubt that the voice and verdict of New York 
will be emphatic, if not unanimous against the 
authors and abettors of the Nebraska swindle 
aud the men and measures of the sham demo­ 
cracy.—Milwaukee Sentinel. 


A nother Caving In.—The Locofocos ara 
>adly iff ier Col. Bissell’s district, not being able 
1 o get up a convention to nominate a candidate 
for congress. The Alton Courier says : 
1 This body assembled on Tuesday last, and 
adjourned the same day without making a nomi­ 
nation, or passing any resolutions. Seven coun­ 
ties out of the nine, composing the district were 
represented, but the instructions of the Jeffer­ 
son county delegation precluded their going into 
a nomination unless all the bounties were repre­ 
sented, and they consequently withdrew.

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We are glad to find that the telegraph was in 
error in stating that Senator Douglas was not 
permitted to speak at Chicago. We cannot ap­ 
provingly see the right of free speech denied to 
any man, aud least of all denied by the friends 
of free labor. 
It turns out, however, that Douglas did speak. 
What success he had in convincing his fellow- 
citizens may be rend elsewhere. Having first 
surrounded himself with a rowdy crew of per­ 
sonal backers, yclept the “Douglas body guard,” 
be invited the citizens of Chicago to come and 
hear biz vindication of his course, and pronounce 
their opinion of it They did so. They came 
eight thousand strong. If they had not, he and 
the “"body guard” would have published all 
over the union that a public meeting had been 
held in Chicago, in which bis official acts were 
sustained and endorsed triumphantly and unani­ 
mously. 
He spoke for half an hour or more. When 
he asked their attention, they bade him “ go 
on," and listened quietly. When he questioned 
them, they answered him, and be got rather the 
worst of it. He appealed to know if there was 
any man in that crowd who was in favor of the 
Missouri compromise? “ Yes” they shouted, 
“ Douglas was once!” He said sixty-one mem­ 
bers of the legislature voted to instruct him to 
go for the bill and only four voted agt inst it 
Whereupon, they gave nine cheers for the four. 
When he asserted that he represented their 
views, they responded with groans and hisses. 
At last losing his temper, he informed them he 
should stay there and talk as long as he pleased. 
They made no objection, but struck up the ap­ 
propriate chorus, 
*• We wont go home till morning, 
Till day-light doth appear.” 
And then with a sudden change of purpose 
he left, and they adjourned. There was no vio­ 
lence, nor any threat of it We would have 
preferred, for our own part, to have seen Mr. 
Douglas left to address his remarks to a “ beg­ 
garly array of empty benches.” That would 
have expressed the popular contempt, without 
giving a pretext for the charge that he was not 
allowed a fair hearing. But the people of the 
city feared their real sentiments might be mis­ 
represented to the country at large, and that 
they were determined not to permit—Albang 
Journal. 


A V ert S ingular and H orridle State of 
F acts.—A citizen of Franklin, Ohio, writes to 
us that he noticed in our paper of the 23d inst., 
a paragraph headed “ cholera and suicide,” 
which is incorrect; and he gives the particulars 
of the conduct of one Ward, who lives three 
miles from Franklin. Our correspondent says: 
“ A relative of his, name! David Ward, who 
made his home with Them is Ward, was taken 
with the cholera and died, having two negroes 
to take care of him during his illness—there 
being none of the neighbors who would go to 
the bouse. After his death, two men from 
Franklin went to Ward’s, dressed the corpse and 
pit it in a coffin. One of the negroes who had 
waited on David Ward lived on Thomas Ward’s 
form, and had a wife and three children. He 
was taken ill with the cholera, but was in a fair 
way of recovering when bis wife and one child 
died. At this he got out of bcd and ran off.— 
He was found dead a few days after, lying in 
Clear creek, with one of his ai ms broken. An 
undertaker had the liodies of his wife and child 
decently burled. The other negro man who 
had waited on David Ward, ani the two re­ 
maining children, were at that time at Thomas 
Ward’s. 
The man was taken with the cholera, when 
Tom Ward sent him out into the woods to die. 
One of the negro children being also taken with 
the cholera, Ward led it out into the woods and 
laid it beside the sick man, where it died in a 
few hours. Ward dug a hole at some distance, 
threw a long rope to the sick negro and ordered 
him to tie it round the corpse of the child, which 
being done, be dragged the body to the hole, 
pulling at the end of the rope, and then made 
the sick negro drag himself to the edge of the 
hole and push in dirt until he covered the child. 
Some of the citizens of Franklin went and bro’t 
the man and the remaining child to town, where 
they have been attended to, and are now getting 
well.” 
We quite agree with our correspondent, that 
such unparalleled proceedings as he narrates 
are a disgrace to the country, and that the names 
of the cowardly Tom. Ward, and his namesake 
Matt, ahould be forever associated, lf Tom. 
Ward had been a southerner, and treated a 
slave as he did his poor negro tenant, and the 
facts had reached the public, his infamous cow­ 
ardice would have been sounded throughout 
the earth.—Cin. Com.

A VERT SINGULAR AND HoitmnLE STATE OF 


FACTS.—A citizen of Franklin, Ohio, writes to 
us that he noticed in our paper of the 23d inst., 
a paragraph headed "cholera and suicide," 
which is incorrect; and he gives the particulars 
of the conduct of one Ward, who lives three 
miles from .Franklin. Our correspondent says: 
" A relative of his, named David Ward, who 


made his home with Them is Ward, was taken 
with the cholera and died, having two negroes 
to take care of him during his illness—there 
beingnone of the neighbors who would goto 
the house. After his death, two men from 
Franklin went to Ward's, dressed the corpse and 
pit it in n coffin. 
One of the negroes who had 


waited on David Ward lived on Thomas Ward's 
farm, and had a wife and three children. He 
waa taken ill with the cholera, but was in a fair 
way of recovering when his wife and one child 
died. At this he got out of bed and ran off.— 
He was found dead a few days after, lying in 
Clear creek, with one of his arms broken. An 
undertaker had the bodies of his wife and child 
decently buried. The other negro man who 
had waited on David Ward, an 1 the two re- 
maining children, were at that time at Thomas 
Ward's. 


The man was taken with the cholera, when 


Tom Ward sent him out into the woods to die. 
One of the negro children being also taken with 
the cholera, Ward led it out into the woods and 
laid it beside the sick man, where it died in a 
few hours. Ward dug a hole at some distance, 
threw a long rope to the sick negro and ordered 
him to tie it round the corpse of the child, which 
being done, he dragged the body to the hole, 
pulling at the end of the rope, and then made 
the sick negro drag himself to the edge of the 
hole and push in dirt-until he covered the child. 
Some of the citizens of Franklin went and bro't 
the man and the remaining child to town, where 
they have been attended to, and are now getting 
well."

Now came the tug of war. The-Pierce men, 


headed by John Cochfane, Capt. Rynders and 
other federal-office holders, sustained the ma- 
jority report, while the minority resolution was 
warmly and eloquently defended by Preston 
King, Abijah Mann, W. SecorKand others. The 
previous question having been moved and car- 
ried by 218 -votes against 188, the'.mujority re- 
port was adopted and "Pierce and Nebraska" 
endorsed by yeas 245, nays 149.

A YERT SINGULAR AND HORRIBLE STATE OF 


FACTS.—A citizen of Franklin, Ohio, writes to 
us that he noticed in our paper of the 23d inst., 
a paragraph headed "cholera and suicide," 
which is incorrect; and he gives the particulars 
of the-conduct of one Ward, who lives three 
miles from Franklin. 
Our correspondent says: 
" A relative of his, named David Ward, who 


made his home with Themis Ward, was taken 
with the cholera and died, having two negroes 
to take care of him during his illness—there 
being none of the neighbors who would go to 
the house. 
Aftev his death, two men from 


Franklin went to Ward's, dressed the corpse and 
put it in a coffin. 
One of the negroes who had 


waited on David Ward lived on Thomas Ward's 
farm, and.had a wife and three children. 
He 


was taken ill with the cholera, but was in a fail- 
way of recovering when his wife and one child 
died. At this he got out of bed and ran off.—- 
He was found dead a few days after, lying in 
Clear creek, with one of his arms broken. 
An 


undertaker had the bodies of his wife and child 
decently buried. The other negro' man who 
had waited on Da-nd Ward, an 1 the two re- 
maining children, were at that time at Thomas 
Ward's. 


The man was taken with the cholera, when 


Tom Ward sent him out into the woods to die. 
.One of the negro children being also taken with 
the cholera, Ward led it out into.ttte wood's and 
laid it beside the sick man, where rt died in a 
few hours. Ward dug a hole at some distance, 
threw a long rope to the sick negro and ordered 
him to tie it round the corpse of the child, which 
being done, he dragged the body to the hole, 
pulling at the end of the rope, and then made 
the sick negro drag himself to the edge of the 
hole and push in dirt until he covered the child. 
Some of the citizens of Franklin went and bro't 
the man and the remaining child to town', .where 
they have been attended'to,.and are now g-^^ng 
well."

A VERY SINGULAR AND HOIUUIILK ST.VTK OF 


FACTS.—A citizen of Franklin, Ohio, writes to 
us that he noticed in our paper of the 23d inst., 
a paragraph headed "cholera and suielile," 
which is incorrect; and he gives the particulars 
of the conduct of ono Ward, who lives three 
miles from Franklin. 
Our correspondent Eays: 


"A relative of his, nnme:l David Ward, who 


made his home with Them ts Ward, was taken 
with the cholera and died, having two negroes 
to take care of him during his illness—there 
being none of tho neighbors who would goto 
the bouse. 
After his death, two mim from 


Franklin went to Ward's, dressed the corpse and 
put it in n cotfin. 
Ono of thu nogrocs who had 


waited on David Ward lived on Thomas Ward's 
farm, and had a wife and three children. Ho 
was taken ill with the cholera, but was in a fair 
way of recovering when his wife and one child 
died. At tins-he got out of bed and ran oft".— 
lie was found dead a few days after, lying in 
Clear creek, with one of ht8 arms broken. An 
undertaker had the bodies of his wife und child 
decently burled. Tho other nogro man who 
had waited on David Ward, an I the two re- 
maining children, were at that time at Thomas 
Ward's. 


Tlie man was taken with the cholera, when 


Tour Ward sent him out into tho woods to die. 
One of the negro children being also taken with 
the cholera, Ward led it put into the woods and 
laid it beside the sick man, where it died in a 
few hours. Ward dug a hole at soino distance, 
throw a long rope to the sick nogro and ordered 
him to tie it round the corpso of the child, which 
being done, he dragged the body to the hole, 
pulling at the end of the ropo, and then made 
the sick negro drag himself to the edge of the 
hole and push in dirt-until he covered the child. 
Some of the citizens of Franklin went and bro't 
tho man and the remaining child to town, where 
they have been attended to, and are now getting 
well."

FACTS.—A citizen of Franklin, Ohio, writes to 
us that he noticed in our paper of the 23d inst., 
a paragraph headed "cholera and suielile," 
which is incorrect; and he gives the particulars 
of the conduct of ono Ward, who lives three 
miles from Franklin.

"A relative of his, nnme:l David Ward, who 


made his home with Them ts Ward, was taken 
with the cholera and died, having two negroes 
to take care of him during his illness—there 
being none of tho neighbors who would goto 
the bouse. 
After his death, two mim from 


Franklin went to Ward's, dressed the corpse and 
put it in n cotfin. 
Ono of thu nogrocs who had 


waited on David Ward lived on Thomas Ward's 
farm, and had a wife and three children. Ho 
was taken ill with the cholera, but was in a fair 
way of recovering when his wife and one child 
died. At tins-he got out of bed and ran oft".— 
lie was found dead a few days after, lying in 
Clear creek, with one of ht8 arms broken. An 
undertaker had the bodies of his wife und child 
decently burled. Tho other nogro man who 
had waited on David Ward, an I the two re- 
maining children, were at that time at Thomas 
Ward's. 


Tlie man was taken with the cholera, when 


Tour Ward sent him out into tho woods to die. 
One of the negro children being also taken with 
the cholera, Ward led it put into the woods and 
laid it beside the sick man, where it died in a 
few hours. Ward dug a hole at soino distance, 
throw a long rope to the sick nogro and ordered 
him to tie it round the corpso of the child, which 
being done, he dragged the body to the hole, 
pulling at the end of the ropo, and then made 
the sick negro drag himself to the edge of the 
hole and push in dirt-until he covered the child. 
Some of the citizens of Franklin went and bro't 
tho man and the remaining child to town, where 
they have been attended to, and are now getting 
well."

present congress, of tho 8lh section of the act 
commonly known ns the Missouri compromise, 
whereby * slavery is permitted to bo extended 
over unorganized tertitories indefinitely, as n 
violation of legislative good faith, tho national 
honor, tho spirit of tho ngo, nnd th>j Christian 
civilization and liberty of which we boast. 


Now came the tug of war. Tho Pierce men, 


headed by John Cochranc, Capt. Rynders and 
other foclern'-jilfice holders, sustained tho ma- 
jority report, whllo tho minority resolution was 
warmly and eloquently defended by Preston 
King, Abijah Mann, W. Sccor, and others. The

The)' came 
eight thousand strong. If they had not, he and 
the "body, guard" would have published all 
over the union- that a public meeting had been 
held In Chicago, in which his official acts were 
sunmnycl and endorsed triumphantly and unani- 
mously. 


He spoke for half an hour or more. When 


ho nsked their attention, they bade him "go 
on," and listened quietly. When ho questioned 
them, tlicyanswered him, and he got rather the 
worst of it.

And then with a sudden change of purpose 


ho left, nnd they adjourned. There was no vio- 
lence, nor nny threat of it. We would have 
preferred, for our own part, to have seen Mr. 
Douglas left to address his remarks to a " beg- 
garly array of empty benches." That would 
htivc expressed the popular contempt, without 
giving a pretext for the charge that he WHS not 
allowed n fair hearing.

The man -was taken with the cholera, when 


Tom Ward sent him out Into the woods to die. 
One of the negro children being also taken with 
the cholera, Ward led it out into the woods nnd 
laid it beside the sick man, where it died in a 
few bourn. Wnrd dug a hole at some distance, 
threw n long rope to the sick negro and ordered 
him to tie it round the corpse of the child, which 
being done, he drugged tho body to the hole, 
pulling nt the end of the rope, and then mnde 
the sick negro drag himself to the edge of thu 
hole and puch in dirt until hp covered the child. 
Some of the citizens of Franklin wont nnd bro't 
tho man nnd the remaining child to town, where 
they have been attended to, and urc now getting 
well." 


We quite agree with our correspondent, that 


such unparalleled proceedings ns he narrates 
area disgrace to the country, nnd that the names 
of the cowardly Tom. Wnrd, and his namesake 
Matt, should bo forever associated.
